An appropriation will be asked 
for an appropriate hospital if things do not 
quiet down around the two hotels soon. 

At other hotels the same whisky sells at 
the old standard robbery of 15 cents a drink 
or two for a quarter. The present sale will 
force a drop in prices or draw from other 
hotels their whisky customers. 

There is talk of a general drop in the price 
of whisky, but it is denied as often as sug- 
gested. The proprietors of the two hotels 
gay the sale is of no public importance, but 
the public does notagree. They also say the 
whisky is not as good as others and they & 
not want to impose an inferior quality on the 
public, but the public has no fault to find 
with the three drinks for 10 cents so far.

.° Carl Sehurs’s Speech, 
“Washington, D. C., Dec. 12,-—The first. 
the National Civil Service League © 
were held today in the Cosmos club. There: 
were about seventy-five: members of the 
league present, including Carl Schurz and . 
Henry Villard of New York; Mayor Schieren, 
William G. Low, and F., J. Backus of Brook- 
lyn; H. B. Armes, A. H. Lyfyer, W. J. 
Wright and T. E. Lampe of Princeton Col- 
lege, Richard Henry Dana of Cambridge, 
William D. Foulke of Indiana, John W. Bla 
of Chicago, C. J. Bonaparte of Baltimore, 
and Herbert Welsh of Philadelphia. The 
General and Executive committees of the. 
league held a business session early in the 
day, at which several reports were read. 

The Civil Service Reform Associations of 
St. Paul, Minn., and Princeton College were 
admitted to membership. Mayor Schieren 
of Brooklyn was elected Treasurer and 
George McAneny of New York Secretary. 
The members of the Executive committee 
were re&lected. Other officers of the league 
will be elected tomorrow. 

At the afternoon several papers 
were read, including dne Richard Henry 
Dana of Cambridge on “The Appointment 
and Tenure of Postmasters,”’ 

William Dudley Foulke of Indiana spoke 
on the subject of the superannuation of the 
civil service. He began by saying that 
John Wanamaker when Postmaster-Gen- 
eral orice wrote by the hand of Marshall 
Cushing a cireular-letter to a number of 
civil service reformers throughout the coun- 
try, asking why both parties should not dis- 
card their insincere professions for the law , 
and have the patriotism to go back to the 
old system. 

Mr. Foulke advocated the formation of 
superannuation funds by retaining a por- 
tion of the pay of each clerk every month, 
and believed that a system comprehending 
the entire classified service should be the 
most perfect of all. 

The public meeting at Metzerott Hall to- 
night was largely attended. John Hdison 
welcomed the delegates, then introduced 
Carl Schurz, the President of the associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Schurz began his ad@ress by describ- 
ing the growth of the Nation in national re- 
saurces and pointing out: 

“At our last annua) meeting I spoke of the 
remarkable strength the civil service reform 
movement had gained in public sentiment. 
I am happy to add now that the growth of 
that strength has continued, It was strik- 
ingly manifested by the overwhelming popu- 


| lar majoréy by which the merit system was 


adopted for the municipal government of 
Chicago, and by its successful introduction. 
Efforts are being made in various other 
places to follow this great exaniple, We 
have ineded to deplore -two ‘occurrences 
which show that the spoils politicians have 
by no means given up the. battle, but still 
strive to recover what they have lost.

MRS. LIVERMORE VS. MRS. GOUGAR. 


Former Consults Counsel Regarding 
a Difiguity with Helen M. 

Boston, Mass., Bec. 12.—Trouble exists be- 
tween Mrs, Helen M. Gougar, the temper- 
ance advocate of Lafayette, Ind., and Mrs. 
Mary A. Livermore, the well-known woman 
suffrage and temperance lecturer of this 
State. 

Mrs. Livermore has already secured the 
services of counsel and says she “will cer- 
tainly permit no statement reflecting on-her 
character to pass unnoticed.” 

The difficulty began this fall in the United 
States Circult-Court here, when Mrs. Liver- 
more was a witness in the suit brought 
against Congressman Elijah Morse by Mrs. - 
Cougar. Mrs. Livermore testified she knew 
Mrs. Gougar well ane that she occasionally 
used “harsh and abusive language." Mrs. 
Livermore also said she had néver been a 
member of the Prohibition party of this 
State. 

A letter appeared in the last issue of the 
New York Voice signed by Mrs. Gougar 
in which she sharply took Mis, Livermore 
to task and sought to show she did not 
speak the truth at the trial. Mrs. Gougar 
alleges Mrs. Livermore supported the Pro- 
hibition nominees and quoted from John P.
